ten or oue hundred salo us is iu that 
measure a prohibitory luw, and therefore 
is better than no law at all. 
The writer 


goes on to say: 


Kejjulation is better than the "free sale 


of wl-.isky," becanee it is tho wuy ot ap- 
proach to prohibition, and ronkos it pos- 
sible. When o restrictive policy is oncn 
fairly inaugurated, wa have every reason 
to eipeot that it will progress. 
That is 


to say; the saloon keeper will be put un- 
der more and more embarrassing condi- 
tions as the benefits of the present re- 
strictions become apparent. During all 
thia time tho public conscience is being 
quickened, the public mind is .being 
informed, and public sentiment is being 
enlisted in behalf of temperance. 1'hus 
advancing, a legislature con bo secured 
by and by, which will adopt tho better 
meth >d ot prohibition. 


There ie oool, common sense in thi8 


fciud ot talk. If the evil of the liquor 
traflij'can not be abated completely, 8° 
on with the work as far as is possible and 
accomplish what good you can. "Half a 
loaf is better than none," and local option 
or high license, and a wise regulation Of 
the liquor traffic, are very much bettor 
than free whisky,"the third party prohibi- 
tionists to the contrary notwithstanding. 
The law ot good sense should apply to 
this question of dealing with saloon?, and 
here it is in the last paragraph ot Mr. 
Peoke's splendid artisle: 


Let the temperance people be wise. 


Our ohief work is to destroy that which 
renders regulation necessary, the lawless- 
noes of saloon men; hence, we as prohi- 
bitionists should welcome everything 
that tends toward this end, and co-oper- 
ate with all that campers and embarrasses 
this lawless element in society. Any 
law, be it "high" or ''low" license: Scott 
or Dow, is better than no law—"free sale 
of whisky." But while we oo operate 
with the method adopted in any common- 
wealth, be it regulation by license or tax- 
ation, or Jooal option, keep the end pro- 
hibition plainly iu view.

UASBLTINK 
ACQUITTED. 


It will probably not surprise the pub - 


lio to hear that tho jury in the case of the 
stale against Will W. Haeeltine, charged 
with the murder of Amos E. Morse, 
found the defendant not guilty. This is 
but the outcome of all such oases. When 
a man is shot down for making an ever- 
lasting wreck of a home—tor leading the 
wife of another into a em that can net 
be forgiven, tbo public, OB a rule, has 
sympathy for tho outraged husband wbo 
does tbo shooting, and but little pity for 
the unfortunate ona who falls by the 
bullet. So that whon a case of that kind 
goes to a jury, the jury with a good deal 
ot human nature in them put themselves 
:n the place of the insulted husband who 
does the shooting, ni;d not guilty is gen- 
erally the verdict 


Tho farce connected ivith such n trial 


is the usual plea ot insanity, move proper- 
ly called "emotional insanity." Ot course, 
this plea was a humbug from the start. 
The able counsel for the state proved 
beyond all doubt that Haseltine was just 
as sane immediately before t'ue shooting, 
at tho time of the shooting and imme- 
diately after Morse roceivea the fatal shot, 
as he was at any time in his life. The 
counsel foi" the defence knew this, the 
jury understood it, and yet in tho face of 
suoh evidence it did not take the twelve 
men but tin minutss to come to tho con- 
clusion that Haseltine was not guilty of 
murder. In other words, the jury said 
that because Morso had ruined the wife 
of Haseltine and had forever blighted 
bis home, tho latter was justified in kill- 
ing the man who was guilty of such a 


deed. 


This is one of the anomulies of our 


criminal jurisprudence. The law intends 
to mean that a man who willfully kills 
another, unless it bo in Belt-defence, 
shall be guilty of murder and ehall bo 
punished accordingly, Tho law soys this- 
but juries say differently in a case like 
this at Slovene Poiut. It is doubtful it 
a 
case 
can be named iu the last 


fittseu or twenty 
years, :n 
which 


a murderer in Hoseltme's position has 
been found guilty ot murder. The plea 
of. insanity has generally set the mur- 
dsrer free, and there does not seem to be 
any ground for bopo that things wil' 
change in this respect. Juries as well as 
the public genially, have sympathy for 
tue iuaQ that haa the moral ;oonrage to 
shoot when his home has been outraged 
by another, and so tbo plea of ''emotional 
insanity" becomes all the more a shame- 
less farce. 


The counsel engaged iii the Haseltine 


trial was one of the most prominent ever 
known in a criminal case in this state. 
The state had engaged the Hon. John 
Winans and Ogden H. Fethers, Esq., of 
Janesville; and for the defence was 
United States Senator Voorhaes, of 
Indiana, who, it is iaid, first "invented1' 
the plea of insanity in oases like that of 
Haseltine's. Winans and Pothers mado 
powerful argwnents-the Milwaukee Sen- 
tinel saying Mr. Winana' was "very strong 
and forcible argument"; and the Milwau- 
kee Journal says of Mr. Pothers' address, 
that "an abler argument has probably 
never been heard in th,jo stole." 
Of 


course, Senator Voorheee1 argument was 
in able one. He has been in such places 


before. He ie a specialist in bringing tears 
t > the ey;s ot 
jurymen in all sn h 


casev. But it wasn't his patnomir Lis 
logic that acquitted Haeoltme. It waa 
the sympathy off.the jury with a mim 
placo<l m HaseHiue'a position.

CHICAGO, Oct. £3,—In the Episcopal gen- 


eral convention Friday tho joint committee 
on Christian education reported to the honso 
of deputies a recommendation that measures 
be taken to attract attention to tho church 
schools, colleges, and seminaries in order that 
they may be properly endowed and furnished. 
In remarks on this report Kev. Dr. Bates said 
Christian education was a necessity of Chris- 
tian civilization, and that a merely intellect- 
ual education was no safeguard against per- 
sonal vice. 


Reports wero'presenter! from tbo committee 


on canons in regard to marringo and divorce. 
The committee recommend the adoption of ft 
canon providing that marriages not author- 
ised by God's word are unlawful; that minis- 
ters admonish their people from time to time 
that tho church forbids clixndestino mar- 
riages; declaring that tho public soiemni/Ji- 
tion ought not to bo dispensed with except 
for good and sufficient cause; that no minis- 
ter shall solor.mizo tho marriage of persona 
undi'r IS years of age unions the parents or 
lawful guard iar.s are. present or Imve given 
their consent to tho marriage; that no minis- 
ter shall solemnize any marriage except in 
tho presence o!' two witnesses, who shall he 
]X.'l'sonally acquainted with parUes, unless the 
minister be himsolf; that lio shall keep a reg- 
ister of all marriages solemnized by him, 
containing the names, birthplace, residence, 
age and condition uf each of the parties mar- 
ried by him, nnd the names of tho parents 
and two witnesses; that marriage may not be 
dissolved except for adultery; that tho guilty 
party in a divorce suit bo prohibited from 
marrying again during the life oil the other 
party; that il 
1 any minister violate, this canon 


hu shall bo subjected to trial aud liubla to ad- 
monition for tho first offence, and suspension 
and 
deposition for a repetition of the 


same; that jwrsons who 
shall marry in 


violation of this canon shall bo liable to be 
repelled from tho holy communion, unless 
they confess repentance and a final deter- 
mination to lead a single lifo thereafter; pro- 
vided that all such cases shall be referred to 
the ordinary, whose judgment shall bo final; 
that no minister shall refuse thu sacrament to 
any penitent person who may bo in immi- 
nent danger of death; that tho question 
touching the facts in these cases may bo dis- 
posed of by tho ordinary after such inquiry 
as ho may deem necessary; that the canon 
shall not apply to cases which havo arisen 
before tho canon goes into effect.

U'ben profiiso hcraorrhagsfrom a -wounded, 
lood vessel oceui-s, thi; beholder, bo he 
rieiid or stranger, is in many instances so 
3]Tor-str:c!ien ho loses all presence of mind, ; 
nd thus many lives havo been sacrillced 
vhidi niinht havo been saved by timely in- 
erventiou. In nearly all cases of liemorrhaRO 
.nioh inoro npprehcnsion is excited than is 
,-arrar.ted. 
The amount of blood actually 


jst is generally much overestimated. There 


common expression, "a littlo blood makes 


L toreut suo\v." This is quite true; for a 
nuill quantity will soil much clothing, and 
but little need be added to a basin of water to 
ender it very high colored. It is well to re- 
neinber that about one-eighth of tho weight 
of the human body is blood; in other words, 
that, in ft person of average size, thero are 
'rom sixteen to eighteen pints. In health a 
)i,,t—even a quart—of blood can be with- 
Irawn from tho vessels without injury, and 
doubtless in but few cases would a loss of one- 
third tbo entire amount contained in the body 
prove- fatal. 


From this statement it must not be inferred 


that when hemorrhage occurs treatment may 


leisurely applied; far from it. Thu bleed- 
; should in all cases bo immediately ar- 


rested, if possible. 
Tho reader should know, 


however, how great a loss can bo sustained 
without life being threatened, Cor ic is often 
tho IVar of immediate death tbat is terror- 
izing, nntl renders one powerless in such onwr- 


•ncies. 


WHEN AUTEIUKS ATIE WOUXDRD. 


An artery is known to have been wounded 


when blood of a bright red color spurts out 
in jets, rmTesponc'.ing to tbo beats of the pulse. 
If a vein is ojieneil, (lark red blood flows from 
tho wound in a steady stream. Bleeding from 
wounded arteries is in nearly all instances by 
Car tho most dangerous. 
In eases of hem- 


orrhage at all profuse, linn pressure should 
be instantly mails directly upon the bleed- 
ing purl. Tho next step to tal:« will depend 
upon tho situation and character of tho 
wound. If tho injury is on either of tho 
limbs, and is severe, it is always well to bavo 
I he pai :ent placed Hat on his back, and tho 
injured member elevated and supported by 
un assistant. 
During this procedure the 


bleeding must bo prevented by unrelaxcd 
pressure. If a small artery has been cut, it 
will be known by the size of the jet which 
spurted out when the wound was received. 
In such cases, bandaging directly over tho 
wound will often control the hemorrhngo. A 
pad should be made a little larger than the 
cut, by folding or rolling firmly a piece of 
cloth. This, when ready, should bo placed 
over the wound, the lingers which have pre- 
viously grasped it lieing quickly lifted up for 
the purpose, and as quickly should they renew 
their pressure on tho pad. 
Over this a band- 


age can then be applied, a piece of sheet tbreo 
or tour inches wide, and flvo or six feet long 
l>ciiiK used. 


1C tlic blccdiug has entirely ceased, to wot 


and keep this bandage'saturated with cole 
water, nnd tho limb supported is all that 
there remains to do. If, however, tbe bleed- 
ing persists, then the treatment to bo advised 
-when a large artery is wounded must be em- 
ploved. In s-uch cases no attempt should bo 
marie to permanently arrest the hemorrhage 
by bandaging the wound, but between it and 
the body, around the limb, n firm bandage 
twisted handkerchief, large cord or a piece o: 
rubber tubing should be drawn tightly am 
tied in u knot, to shut on" the supply of blood 
Not until this is effectually dono should pros 
sure OS the fingers on the bleeding part bo ro- 
loxcd. In cases where the wound is large 
and several small arteries are ojwned and 
pressure with tbe fingers doos not control the 
bleeding, tben tho ligaluro should, be applied 
above the injury. Bleeding from small veins 
is generally easily controlled by bandaging 
over tho wound. 
When, however, important 


vessels are opened, as is sometimes tbo case 
with enlarged veins of the leg, then the blood 
should bo cut oft from tho bleeding part by 
tightly bandaging, not between it and tho 
body, but between tbe wound nnd the ex- 
tremity. This simple law may be easily ex- 
plained; tho blood goes to the extremities 
through the arteries, but returns through the 
veins. 


IMPROVISING A. TOtjr.MQUET. 


To control hemorrhago in some situations ts 


moro difficult than in others. If a large ar- 
tery is opened above the knee or elbow, It Is 
doubtful if a banclago can be drawn tightly 
enough to cut oil' tho blood, between the wound 
and tbo body without improvising a tourni- 
quet 
To do this is easy, however. A com- 


mon handkerchief eau bu tied loosely around 
tho leg or arm and tbo slack taken up by 
twisting with a cane or stick until sufficient 
pressure is exerted to prevent the passage of 
blood to tho wound.' Tbu advlco of Dr. Hope 
is well worth remembering: "1C you bo by 
yourself in the fields, and get- a severe cut 
with a scythe, or in nay suddeu emergency, 
such as a railway accident, use tbo remedy 
which ha-s saved many ft life on the field of 
battle. Take a handful of dry earth, putthis 
ontotbo wound and grasp tightly till you 
call some assistance." As previously stated, 
in nearly all cases of hemorrhage from wounds 
there is no necessity for the alarm often 
shown, especially 'as fear often perverts tbe 
judgment of tboso who could much more 
servo tho truo interests of tho sufferer by 
keeping co°l ai:d collected. 


In all emergencies a physician should be 


immediately sent for. 
1C tho bleeding is con- 


trolled by pressure of tho fingers, all other 
operations wbicli follow can bedono leisurely, 
as tbcro is no urgent liflito anil none should bo 
indulged in. Bleeding from tho noso, unless 
it be profuse and prolonged, requires littlo in-1 
terfercnce. 
Professor Henry J. Bigelow's 


treatment for nosebleed is: Keep the head 
erect, place a basin under tho chin Cor tbo 
blood to run Into, and then the patient should 
Ui!;e several deep inspirations, lining the chest 
fully at each breath. Iu most cases by tbis 
treatment tbe bleeding will soo:i cease. Bath- 
jng fbe neck and face with cold water, or ap- 
plying ico to the noso is often advantageous- 
Plugging tho noso with cotton might bn U-Icd, 
but rarely will it prove effectual, for tbo 
blood usually flows back Into tbo throat. In 
urgent cases a physician should be sent for.— 
Cor. Boston Herald.

Uow Ho Wna Taken In Bund by an Ex- 


port \Vltb Uio GlOTOi—Hl» Tcmpor. 
Madden first saw Sullivan at n trparrhis 


match in Boston. Sullivan vms much too 
heavy and clumsy for Ono work, but tho look 
of dogged determination, not to say ferocity, 
his features wore, as -well as his immcnso 
muscular development, attracted Hodden's 
attention, and bo remarked to an old Boston 
sporting man, "There stands the- coming 
champion of the world." Tbo Boston man 
appeared to have some doubts on tho ques- 
tion, but did not strongly dissent on account 
of Madden's reputation as a judge. This was 
in 1SSO. Madden decided on tho spot that 
there was much money hi o partnership be- 
tween himself and Sullivan, He hinted cs

Ho was quits 
green as a pugilist at tho. time. Ho con- 
sidered himself . wonderfully strong, and 
knew so littlo about science that bo thought 
strength was all he nooded to fight bis way to 
the top of tho heap. Madden quickly showed 
him the fallacy of this notion, and Sullivan 
was very much astonished to discover tbat in 
SIM to of "his immense strength Madden, who 
looked like a stripling in comparison, could 
tap him where ho pleased. Madden, with bis 
palo olive complexion, mads paler by its oos- 
rast -with bis jet black hair ond mustacho 
and piercing black eyes, his easy convcrsa- 
ional style, carefully selected words and 
modest demeanor, was the exact opposito 
if all that constituted a "good man" ia Suli;- 
wi's opinion when ho first put oa tbo gloves 
-with his partner. 
. 


The coming champion changed his opinion 


when bo found that his manager bod physical 
strength as well as scienco, and a foresight 
that shoved the liostou man's judgment awsj 
n tho background. In undertaking to polish 
and manage Sullivan Madden learned that ho 
jarl undertaken a contract that would tax liis 
mental as well as his physical energies. He 
found 
Sullivan 
possessed of tremendous 


•strength, aud. for a man of bis size, wonder- 
fully agile. Sullivan at tbis timo was a tor- 
rifle hitter, but expended too much force on 
bis blows. Ho hail no scientific knowledge, 
and exhausted himself with exertions from 
which no adequate benefit was roceivod. 
When he stood up to spar ho planted his feet 
as it they wore nailed to tho ground. Els 
argument was that it was moro difficult to 
knock him clown when ho stood in this fashion 
than if ho danced ou his toes and mado an 
effort to avoid his opponent's blows. Ho woo 
a mere tyro in slopping and feinting—in fact, 
had much to forget and everything to learn. 
His temper was as mild aud equable as that 
of a Texas steer, and he bad a pleasant habit 
of occasionally throwing all his strength into 
a blow when a mere tap was expected.

Yet tho cartridge was handled 
without fatal results for two years by Mad- 
den who, in that period, revolutionized tho 
business and placed it on a basis that not 
only paid, but simply coined money for thoso 
who conducted it judiciously.—Now Yorli 
Sun.
